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There are few still- alive who can describe for us the appearance of 
the Temple of Luxor before it was cleared at the end of the last century, 
but thanks to the accounts left by certain travellers, we may obtain some 
idea of the appearance of the temple in the last two centuries. At 
that time the facade was only visible, but many sections of the main 
temple were under level and even the Processional Colonnade was 
half buried and the whole temple was buried almost to the present 
level of Garni' Abu-el-rjaggag (,) . Over and in the midst of the ruins 
of the temple were built many houses and government buildings such 
as the Post Office and the Police Station. 

It was only in 1881 that G. Maspero decided to clear the temple. By 
means of subscriptions he raised about L. E. -]5o with which to begin 
expropriating the buildings which were over the temple and to commence 
the clearance of the main temple 12 '. The work was almost finished

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in 1893 and since that time it has been possible to visit the temple 
and to admire its beauty and its unity as compared with the lay-out 
of Karnak 

It was still necessary to clear the area around the temple in order 
to discover whether there were buildings or objects which might add 
to the importance of the temple or the town. This work was started 
in 1 9 1 h and it took about six years to clear the area between the temple 
and the Nile. The houses in this part, including some Consulates, 
were pulled down and the debris beneath them was removed down to 
the level of the temple. 

Few objects were found during the course of this work, but important 
buildings were discovered. A Roman town with its walls, forum, 
basilica and two main streets meeting in a square which had four 
columns with inscribed bases were uncovered. The clearance was 
commenced by G. Legrain who announced the results of his work in a 
long article entitled Rapport sur fcs twuveaux traoaux executes a Louqtor 
a I' overt du temple dAmon (octobre iQi6-mars 1917C", and was 
completed by E. Baraize and G. Daresay ; the discoveries being announced 
in Daressv's report Notes sur Louxor de la periode romaine et copte^K 

About i93o an unexpected opportunity to clear the rest of the area 
round the temple occurred when the Government decided to beautify 
the town of Luxor. The scheme included the expropriation of all houses 
close to the temple to north and east and the removal of the underlying 
debris down to the level of the temple. This work was partially carried 
out by the Municipality under the supervision of the Antiquities Depart- 
ment. The earth removed was either used by the sebbakhin or was 
taken to reinforce or widen the Nile embankment. 

During the work many important objects were found, the majority 
being discovered reused in the ruins of old buildings or expropriated 
houses. Objects found up to ig36 were published by my colleague

Ahmed Fakhry in three articles entitled Bloes decoris provenant du Temple 
de Louxor^ together with some additional notes in a fourth called 
Miscellanea^. In addition to these objects, the wort revealed another 
Roman town which resembled to a great extent the town previously 
discovered to the west of the temple. A month's work in 10,34 was 
sufficient to expose its important parts, namely the enclosure wall and 
the main streets meeting in a square which also had four columns with 
bases inscribed in Latin. P. Lacau, who at that time was Director 
General of the Antiquities Department, followed the progress of the 
wort closely and published a report giving a plan and all the latin inscrip- 
tions found in the temple and its vicinity in an article entitled Inscriptions 
latines du temple de Louxor^. 

In it) 3 7 it was agreed that the Municipality should assist us in excava- 
ting the ruins on condition that the earth removed should be used to 
extend the Nile embankment. The work, which lasted three months, 
was started on- April aith and was carried out by almost 5o local men 
and 5 Keftis. A decauville railway ran from the ruins to the Nile and an 
engine and 3o wagons was kindly lent to us from Karnak by H. Ghevrier. 

The work was conducted in the main streets and square of the old 
town and in some adjacent parts. A few pottery vases of Coptic and 
Arab periods were found in the ruins of buildings of these periods. 
The work also yielded some important objects which we shall publish 
here with the exception of a complete set of liturgical utensils and pote 
and two stelae of Tiberius (41 . Most of the objects were found reused in 
late buildings ; a fact which indicates clearly that they were not found 
in their original position. Nevertheless, it seems of importance and 
interest to indicate the place in which each object was found. Hence 
every important object is marked on the plan (PI. I) |5) by a letter to

Since that time nothing has been done apart from some scattered 
Bondages 1 '). Very few houses beside Ihe temple, though eipropriatod 
a long time ago, are still standing. It is a pify indeed that the work 
should be stopped during such a long period, though it had proved 
to be fruitful. The debris in the area to the east is still about a metres 
higher than the level of the main temple and about fi metres in ihe 
part to Ihe north. What is needed now is to pull down the few houses 
which are still standing and to clear all the area to the east of llie temple 
and about 5oo metres to the north. This would lead to the discovery 
of some important objects and buildings and would male U possible 
fc-v vigors ':.:• stj!jji'«3i'h ilir k-miiie f:-<uis it:, snaifs *!it-Bsnw ; ihr:s «Ejablisij| 
ihem 10 see it in the proper way and to admire the magnificence of its 
facade and ifs different parts.

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the lowest part of another statue with tin; tinmen of the same king. When 
these fragments were found, my attention was directed to another fragment 
of a similar statue discovered at tile beginning of the present century 
in a house not far from the place in which they were found. This part 
was published by Howard Carter in 1 90 1 , when he was Chief Inspector 
of Upper Egypt!". Oa examining this part which was kept in the 
temple, I found that it fitted exactly the bigger newly-discovered frag- 
ment and that the two form one complete statue. The municipality 
asked to he allowed tu erect the statue in one of the squares of Luior 
and the Department did not raise any objection. It is now planed in the 
Street Sultan Hussein in a place parallel with the south end of the 
Temple. The height of the statue is 3 m. . 5 ; its maximum breadth 
being shout one metre. It represents the king envelopped in his 
garment from which appear his two arms holding the flagellum, the 
sceptre and the 'nfr-sign (Fig. 1). Behind is a dorsal pillar o m. 38 
broad and a m. ai think.

It remains to know where this statue and the other one of which we 
have only a small fragment were originally placed, ft is difficult to find 
out any place in the main Temple in which these two statues could be 
placed nor can we find in the buildings round the temple any place 
suitable for placing such statues. But if we turn U> Karnak from which 
some of the monuments already found in the ruins beside Luior Temple 
camo I* we find that to the north of the seventh pylon are some similar 
statues'". We have to remember, moreover, that among the objects

The importance of this pedestal lies in the fact that it gives us the 
name of a statue of King Seti II, unknown to us before. This name 
found on the top of the pedestal and in front of the place where the 
statue was once standing reads : « Statue-of-Sety-Meneptah-Great-of 
hb-sd Festivals-like-his-Father-Amun». It cannot be said with certainty

both sides and the sign dt is common 
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if this pedestal was originaily in Luxor Temple or transferred from Karaak. 
But we have to point out that in the former temple no building or object 
of the reign of Seti II has been found ">, while in the latter temple much 
was left by him ; such as the three shrines in the first court of the Temple 
of Amun' sl , a statue beside the temenos wall and many more statues in 
and before the Hypostyle Hall' 3 '. This shows that the pedestal was 
rather in Karnak than in Luxor Temple.

III. Staiue op Shishonq, First Pbophet of Amen, alabaster, o ra. 08 
high, m. 38 broad and o m. 3i thick, found at H (see PI. I) in July 
1937. 

Nothing remains of the statue but the feet and the pedestal, but 
these parts are enough to show that Shishonq was represented standing, 
wearing hii sandals and holding a sceptre which had perhaps a head 
of a ram, the sacred animal of Amon. A stela, perhaps inscribed, seems 
to have formed the back of the statue like that of the statue of Amenortais 
of which we shall speak next. 

On the top of the pedestal, beside the right foot, is a vertical line of

This statue is to be attributed to the high priest Shishonq, son of 
Osorlcon 1st and to the royal daughter Ma'kare, daughter of the last 
Psousennes' 91 . Three statues were found of this high priest; two in 
the favissa of Karnakand now intheGairo Museum (3fi66i, 36g88) < 3 ' 
and the third, which also came from Karnak, is now kept in the British 
Museum <*>. No building in Luxor Temple- can be dated to the 
XXIInd Dynasty while in Karnak we find some important buildings 
erected by the sovereigns of this dynasty such as portico of the 
Bubastides' 51 . This statue then, may have originally been in Karnak. 

IV. Statue of Amenohtais, the Divine Wife (Cairo Mus. 67871) in 
grey granite, one metre high, found face downwards reused as a thres- 
hold of a house of a late period in I (see PI. I) in July 1937. 

It is a statue of which nothing is missing but the feet and the pedestal. 
It represents queen Amenortais standing with a long tight-fitting robe, 
and holding in her right hand a handkerchief? and in her left a nagellum. 
On her head she wears the crown usually worn by the divine wives and 
composed of a codex and a sun-disk between two horns backed by two 
feathers. The wig on her head is decorated by a vulture represented 
with the head in the front and stretching its wings on the sides. Bracelets

The princess great of favour, great of praises, mistress of grace, of sweetness 
and of love, lady of alt that is encircled by Aton ; mistress of the crown with 
the double feathers, beautiful of hands with her two sistrums while pacifying 
the father Amen-re', she who recites praises, brings the god to Ms place and 
unites with the divine, flesh, the beloved daughter of Am&n in whom Ms heart 
is phased. Utterance : Everything is to be made to her inasmuch as he loves 
her (namely) the daughter of the king (...) (Ae deceased, the divine worshipper 
Amenortais the deceased, (made) by her daughter who made (it) for her, the 
divine wife Shepenopet in order to allow that her name should be established 
in the House ofAm&n in the length of eternity (PI . IV B ) . 

From this inscription, it is seen that this statue was dedicated to 
Amenortais after her death by her daughter Shepenopet. There have 
been already discovered for these divine wives many statues which are 
mostly big and well sculptured to show the important position they have 
had in Luxor <". The statue of Amenortais which we describe here is 
a beautiful statue of very good workmanship. It is very probable that 
it was covered with golden leaf as has been the case with some other 
statues of these divine wives < 2! . There is nothing in the inscription to 
show that this statue was originally in Karnak or Luxor Temple, although 
the mention of « the House of Amuns may point to the former temple.

This statue is somewhat strange and it is difficult to find the reason 
why it was so modelled. Still it can be guessed that it personifies 
the name of Mentemhet . If there has been a hawk, it might have stood 
for Mntw while the lions might have meant the goddess Mekyt; thus 
forming together the name of the person to whom the statue is dedi-

VIII. Statue of the Schibe Ramose, grey finite, u m. 29 high, found 
at E (PI.

This statue which is now in the Cairo Museum (J.E. 68696) represents 
a man in a crouching position having his knees drawn up to his chin and 
the two arms crossed on the knees. He has a wig showing tresses of 
hair. behind is a dorsal pillar and in front is the figure of a Ahmes-Nefertari 
in high relief whose face is somewhat mutilated. She is represented 
standing with a hand turned on her chest aad the other seizing some 
object by her side. She is wearing the usual headdress of divine 
wives ; a crown with a codex surmounted with two feathers, having in front 
a sun iiskbetwee two horns {Fig. 10). Two inscriptions start in oppo- 
site direction from the sides of her figure and end by the dorsal pillar 
whitrh used to have an unclear inscription mentioning a prayer to Gains.

A boon which the king gives, (to) Ahmes-Neferfari ; that she may give 
provision in front of her to the ka of the scribe Ramose.

He made as hit monument a great temple anew (called) Akhmenu~Menkhepcrrt' , 
A big offering table which is still in one of the rooms of this temple 
has a similar inscription mentioning the same name of templet". 
Another offering table found in Karnak and bbw in Cairo Museum has 
almost the same inscription I 21 as that which we have on the offering table 
found beside Luxor Temple. It seems, therefore, that there is no doubt 
that Karnak was the original place of this offering table. .A part of a big 
architrave in sandstone which lies now in the IS. W, angle of Forecourt of 
Amenophis II! in Luxor Temple seems also to have been originally erected 
in Karnak. It was found in a place not far torn Luxor Temple at the 
beginning of the present century. Reused as a basin, it measures o m. 55 
high, a m. 55 broad and o m. ga thick and has on one face the inscription 
— ' % )™ \ W*^*(§Bj|)B™ '...Kheper...', he made as his monument to 
his father Amen-re', he erected, and on the other, the words ■■ J' j'Pfj™' 
SUV #! Karnak, he erected. .. in red granite. The mention of 
Karnak shows that this architrave was quite likely standing ia that temple. 
Snch is the description of the most important objects found during 
our work in Luxor Temple. It can be easily seen that few of these 
objects came from the neighbouring temple while the majority were 
brought from Karnak. It would seem quite strange that blocks might 
be brought from the latter temple which is somewhat far and Dot from 
the former one which is quite close. The only explanation is that at 
the time of the erection of houses in which these blocks were used, 
most probably during the fioman period and the Arab period, Luxor 
Temple was already under debris. 

It is hoped that this report may induce our Department, the Committee 
of Tourism or the Municipality to approve a credit which would be 
sufficient to ensure the complete clearance of the entire surroundings 
of the temple down to the level of its pavement.
